Premiler Kakueli Tanaka of Japan has concluded his visit 
to Peking. The accord signed by Chou En-lali and Tanaka 
began a new era of Sino-Japanese relationship 

Later，Bonn announced that the West German govern- 
ment would also _ establish relations with Peking. Now, with 
the exception of the United States, practically all the major 
nations in the world have recognlized the People's Republic. 

These are dark days for the Nationajlist government in 
Taipei. Although we think that it would be most unlikely 
that there would be armed confrontations in the 工 ailwan 
Strait at thjs time，we believe that Peking will step up its 
economic and political pressure on Taipei. Whether this will 
lead to any Sort of peace talks ls anybody's guess. With the 
rich resources in Taiwan and its seemingly heajlthy economic 
Situation ，the Taipel government may remain in its Present 
status for many years to come.

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POLICE BRUTALITY 


Dear 了 ditor: 

I was Present at the October 1 
celebration of the 23rd anmniver- 
sary of the People's Republic of 
China last Sunday afternoon at 
Portsmouth Square and was a Wit- 
ness to the following case of po- 
lice brutality: 

From the bridge to Holiday Inn， 
I saw two police officers beat a 
yougn Caucasian male with sticks 
about the head and shoulders and 
after handcuffing his hands to his 
back，dragged his limp body on 
his side and later on his stomach 
through the sand and gravel under- 
neath the bridge on to the side- 
walk and into a waiting police 
car. (At the start of the dragging， 
the man's pants became undone 
and fell down to his ankles. He 
had no _ underwear and the police 
had no -consideration for his bare 
flesh being dragged over the sand 
and 负 avel.) Is this a way to treat 
another human being， especially 
in light' of the fact that his only 
crime was appearing drunk，dis- 
turbing the peace，and not co- 
operating with the police? 

After this 也 cident，I could not 
look at any other policeman in the 
area without feeling fear and hos- 
tility, knowing that they mightbe 
capable of such violence when 
Pirovoked. True, they are there to 
protect the people _ from disturb- 
ances，but I feel this particular 
incident is“overkill.” 

Such brutality is uncalled for 
and should not be tolerated. 下 
the police sincerely want to Pro- 
mote better community relations， 
let them start by being more hu- 
mane in their actions.

The San Francisco Human Rights 
Commission -last week adopted a 
Policy statement on affirmative 
action hiring of minorities at the 
Yerba Buena Center.

city facility. 

The HRC pointed out that city
